C i n c i n n a t i , June 2 3 J .—The Convention 
was called to order at 10:40, when all the 
delegates appeared to be on hand. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. Charles 
Taylor, of the Scott-street Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church. 
He implored a blessing on the 
large assembly of representative men from 
all parts cf the land ; that its members might 
be imbued with the spirit of lofty patriotism 
and strict conscientiousness ; that they might 
have grace to act as under Divine guidance 
and with respect to their responsibilities; 
that they might be granted good will, mutual

all concerned ; that their deliberations might 
result in the highest good of the nation, and 
that all concerned might be true to them­ 
selves, true to their fellow-men, true to the 
principles by whieh they professed to be 
governed, true to their country and true to 
God. 
On motion, the reading of the minutes of 
yesterday was dispensed with. 
8 ton tes berg of Indiana moved a resolution 
that the surviving soldiers of the Mexican 
war and their widows and orphans should be 
held by Cougress on the same footing as so!- 
diers of 1812. Referí ed to the Platform 
Committee. 


PR O C E E D IN G TO B U S IN E S S . 
The Chairman announced that the first 
business in order was toe report of the Com­ 


mittee on Credentials, and asked if it was 
ready to report. 
There was an interval of several minutes 
before there was any response. 
Meantime 
the Chair ordered the reading of the tele­ 
gram from Reynolds Basin, X. Y .: “ Bon­ 
fire ready to be lighted, with three cheers for 
the Democratic nominee.” 
[Laughter and 
applause. ] 


COM M ITTEE O N P E R M A N E N T O R G A N IZ A T IO N . 
At dl:04 Judge Hoadley announced that 
the Chairman of the Credentials Committee 
was not in the house, and called on the Com­ 
mittee on Permanent Organization. 
Martin of Delaware (Chairman) said the 
committee unanimously reported the follow­ 
ing permanent organization : Ex-Governor 
Stevenson of Kentucky as permanent Chair­ 
man. 
Vice-Presidents—Frederick Cook, of 
Xew York, J. C. Hagerman of Xevada. 
Secretaries—Frank Rice of Xew York, F. 
F. Kilpof Xevada, Edward Bigler, substitute» 
E. Jackson cf Maryland. 
Stevenson’s name 
was received with applause. 
When the report had been read, Young of 
Georgia, as a question of privilege, demanded 
to be permitted to present the re;>ort of the 
Committee on Credentials. 
The Chair said the report on permanent 
organization was before the house, and asked 
the Convention’s will. 
Martin moved that his report he adopted, 
and on that asked the previous question, 
which he subsequently withdrew. 
Jefferies of Louisiaua moved to postpone 
further proceedings on the teport on perma­ 
nent organization until the Convention had 
received and acted on the report of the Com­ 
mittee on Credentials. 
Adopted. 


R E PO R T OF T H E CO M M ITTEE O N C R E D E N T IA L S . 
Young of Georgia, as Chairman, then pre­ 
sented the report of the Committee of Cre­ 
dentials, as follows: 
Massachusetts—Two delegations are present 
from the State of Massachusetts, one known 
as the Faueuil Hall delegation, and the other 
as the Mechanics’ Hall Convention. By joint 
request made by the delegations to the Cam" 
mittee on Credentials, we unanimously recom­ 
mend that both delegations be admitted to 
seats in the Convention, the united delega­ 
tion to count the vote to which the State is 
entitled. [ Applause.] 
Pennsylvania—In the case of the contesting 
delegation from the Twenty sixth Congres­ 
sional District of Pennsylvania, we report 
that the sitting delegates are entitled to 
retain their seats as members of the Con­ 
vention. 
Mew York—The committee has carefully 
examined all the evidence brought beiore it 
bearing on tho contested case from the State 
of Mew York. 
It carefully and patiently 
considered the facts in the contest and 
weighed the evidence presented by both sides, 
and by a singularly unanimous vote it allows 
the sitting members to retain their seats. 
[General applause, except from the Tam­ 
many benches.] 
With these exceptions there was no con­ 
test before the committee, and we herewith 
submit the list of delegates duly entitled to 
seats. 
. 
THF. M IN O R ITY R E PO R T . 
The minority report was read by Mr. Car­ 
roll of Kansas, one of the committee, as fol­ 
lows:-After hearing the contesting delega­ 
tion from the State of Xew York, we find 
that the State is divided into two factions, 
each having all the materials of a perfect 
party 
organization, 
and 
each 
assuming 
to represent 
regularly 
the 
large 
part 
of 
the 
Demorratic party 
of 
the 
State; that each of said party divisions 
has 
held 
a 
State Convention 
under 
a regular call, and has duly-elected dele­ 
gates to represent the State of Xew York in 
this Convention ; that the attitude of the 
factions is precisely analogous to that of the 
Democrats of that State in 185G; that to 
unite the party at that time the Xational 
Convention divided the delegation, allowing 
eacii to cast half the votes to which the State 
was entitled in that Convention ; that such 
action united the party in 
the State of New 
York, and 
eventuated in 
the election of a 
Democratic President. 
We believe that a 
similar course at this time will result in a 
kindred success, and we therefore recommend 
the adoption of the following : 
Reiolv ’i, That the Faulkner’s branch of the 
Democratic delegates from the State of Xew 
York be allowed to cast fifty votes in the 
Convention; that the Shakespeare Hall De­ 
mocracy be allowed to cast twenty votes in 
such Convention, and that each of said divi­ 
sions shall determine its method of couuting 
such votes. 
The minority report was signed by Carroll 
of Kansas, Bell of Xew Jersey, Borella of 
Colorado and Davidson of Arkansas. 
Young demanded the previous question. 
The committee had spent all night on this 
work, and he believed had done it well. 
The previous question was seconded, or­ 
dered aud the roll was called. 
When Alabama was called it was net 
ready, and an interval was allowed for con­ 
sultation. 
Young inquired whether, under the rules 
of the House of Representatives, there would 
not be an hour for debate after the previous 
question was ordered. 
The Chair replied that the Convention had 
adopted the rules of the last Convention, 
when only five minutes debate was allowed 
after an order of the previous question.

Young said under the rule3 of the House 
one hour was allowed for debate, of which he 
proposed to give two-thirds to the contestants 
and their friends. [Applause.] 


T H E N E W YO RK C O N T E ST . 
I-oud cries of “ Platform ; take the plat­ 
form," caused Young to go to the stage, and 
he proposed to give forty minutes to aay man 
who would be suggested by Mr. Kelly of Mew 
York, reserving his own twenty minutes to 
reply. [Applause and hisses.] 
The Chair stated that he understood it to 
be the wish of the contestants to be repre­ 
sented by Kelly, and asked that he be ac­ 
corded that privilege. 
[Hisses and cries of 
"Yes, yes.”] 
Finally the Chair announced that he heard 
no objection, and invited Kelly to the plat­ 
form. 
Kelly 'not being in the hal', the Sergeant- 
at-Arms was instructed to escort anybody to 
the platform whom the New York c(>ntest- 
ants should indicate. 
In response George W. Miller of Albany 
came forward, and w a? greeted with applause. 
He hoped the right of free speech would not 


be interrupted for a moment by any man in 
whose veins flow a drop of Democratic blood. 
[Cheers ] The contestants came here with 
the same earnest desire as animated the dele­ 
gates in this ball. [Applause.] They came 
with no firebrand, but to present an olive 
branch, with a view to a victorious success.. 
A reference to the name of Keily was 
greeted with applause and a storm of hi.-sos, 
renewed when the speaker declared that he 
had no superior in integrity and devotion to 
Democratic principles and the party. He 
proceeded to argue the importance of giving 
the Tammany men some representation in 
this body, as a meaus of securing unity and 
success. 
Only fifteen of the contestants are 
from Nrew York, aud the remainder of them 
represented over 40,000 Democrats, and uum 
bering at least one-fifth of the Democratic 
vote in said State. 
Speaking for the con­ 
testants from the rural districts, he said they 
intend to support whoever should be made 
the candidates of this Convention. They 
were al! anxious only for such proceedings 
here 
as 
shall 
tend 
to best promote 
and insure a great triumph, 
[Applause.] 
Deprive the rank and file of their leaders, and 
like soldiers in the field, there was danger 
that they would be demoralized and skulk 
away from the fight ; but if the Convention 
would observe the Democratic precedents, 
and give the contestants here an opportunity 
to participate in its proceedings, he could as­ 
sure 
them 
that 
the Democracy 
would 
carry the State of Xew York. [Applause.] He 
proceeded to urge that the sitting delegates 
here were the representatives of machine 
politics, against which public sentiment was 
protesting in the Democratic as well as the 
Republican party. 
Unless some compromise 
of this question should be made here, it 
would be impossible to prevent the running 
of two Democratic electoral tickets in Xew 
York, and this would tend to defeat. He 
and his friends could not control this result, 
try as they might, unless this Convention 
should giv9 them the twenty seats recom­ 
mended by the minority report. 
Give them 
these and they would draw out and make ef­ 
fective the magnificent vote of Xew Yoik, 
which would secure a victory next autumn. 
Amasa J. Parker, announced by the Chair 
as a sterling old Democrat, followed for the 
contestants. The contestants represented the 
Democracy of all the rural districts—at least 
15,000 of the Democrats of the State—who 
demanded to be heard. 
He came in a spirit 
of harmony, with a great desire that the 
wisdom and patriotism of the Convention 
should unite the party and redeem the Xa­ 
tional Government. 
He aud his associates 
from the rural districts should support what­ 
ever ticket should be named here. [Ap­ 
plause.] lie voted for General Robinson. 
[Applause.l The contestants represent much 
more than the 40,000 Tammany votes in Xew 
York city, or the 70,000 votes cast for Kelly 
for Governor. There was no time here to dis­ 
cuss in detail the merits of this contest, but 
he appealed to the precedents of Democratic 
Conventions, and urged that that of 1S5C be 
followed now in its spirit. Then half the 
vote of New York was given to the contest­ 
ants. They asked now only 20 out of 70. 
If the Convention desired them to join them 
in the work of redeeming the country, with 
any hope of success, he implored them to give 
the contestants a cfcauce so to do. 
Hubbard of Texas sustained the minority 
report. He wai not here representing any 
faction in the party, but only a great State, 
which the census would show had 2,000,000 
people. He and the delegates came here pre­ 
pared to vote for Samuel J. Tilden [great a^ 
plause] or any other of the names to be pre­ 
sented here whom they should choose as 
standard bearer. He rejoiced that the South 
was solid for the Democratic party. 
| Ap­ 
plause.] But he presented himself as the ad­ 
vocate of a compromise working to success. 
He did not question the regularity of the 
Xew York sitting members. They may be 
so regular that they bend backward [laugh­ 
ter], but they might by stubbornness find 
their Blucher in Xew York. [Applause.] 
They must not ignore the necessities of the 
situation in 
Xew Jersey and elsewhere. 
[Applause.] 
They must be wise, and not 
technical merely, if they hoped to win. 
Mere regularity was not 
the question, 
but what is wise and best calculated to ad­ 
vance the Democratic party and its princi­ 
ples. They wanted votes, and must avail of 
means calculated to obtain them. The issue 
is one broader than New York. 
The destiny 
of this country, genuine reform, the liberties 
of the State and all the citizens—ail these are 
involved in this small issue now before this 
body. 
If the Mew Yorkers here could 
not unite among themselves, then he called 
upon the Convention to put up the banns and 
join them in wedlock, and swear to union for 
the sake of the common cause. 
Let the 
Democratic party set its foot on the seeds of 
discord wherever they may be. 
Massachu­ 
setts Was rettied its own grievances by com­ 
promise. If Mew York cannot do that, let 
us do it for them. 
[Applause.] If we allow' 
discord to be thrown into our laps here, if 
you allow to be kicked like a trooper the 
men whose votes you will need by aud by, 
we will have thrown away our birthright. 
We can look for success only by the exercise 
of a broad and catholic spirit, in treating 
such a question as this. 
The speaker’s manner was very impas­ 
sioned throughout, and made apparently a 
deep impression. 
In conclusion, he said: 
“ If we fail now, the sun in heaven may 
never rise again on a successful Democratic 
party.” 
• 
When 
he had finished, Hubbard was 
warmly congratulated by many delegates on 
the platform. 
John R. Fellows, of Xew York, was the 
next who spoke for the majority report. The 
question was whether the sovereign majority 
of Xew York is quite enough to create for 
itself a representation in the Xational Con­ 
vention, or whether that right shall be 
w rested from it here, to be exercised by sister 
States. 
He proceeded to discuss the causes 
of the division in N'ew York, rending apart 
the State’s Convention at Sj’racuse, at which 
Kelly and his friends seceded. 
Fellows proceeded with an argumentative 
statement, to show that there was no parallel 
between the present situation and the one in 
1856, to which reference had been made. 
The bolt at Syracuse was upon a candidate 
and nothing else. The division in 1856 was 
upon a clear question of principle and con­ 
viction. 
The Tammany men at Syracuse 
bolted the nomination, and went out and 
nominated John Keily, and defeated the 
Democratic party. They now come here 
over the party and insult you by asking 
recognition at your hands. [Applause.] John 
Kelly had declared before the Credentials 
Committee, lasting until all the force of the 
language at his command was exhausted, that 
if you shall dare to nominate a certain man 
he and his friends would bolt ngain. [Cries 
of “ Turn him out,” and confusion.] Again, 
in front of a hotel here he said that if yon 
nominate Samuel J. Tilden he and his friends 
will run a separate electoral ticket. [A voice 
in the gallery, “ So they will,” with laughter 
and applause.] The galleries Bpoke more 
plainly than the men upon this platform, but 
out of the mouths of babe; and fools we 
shall arrive at current conclusions. [A voice, 
“ You supported Tweed,” and cries of “ Put 
him out,” “ Put him out.”] In conclusion I 
ask, dare you deny to the sovereign State of 
Xew York the right you so proudly and 
justly demanded for your.elf? 
[Cheers.] 


Dare you violate her person and trsn.j.le her 
sovereignty in the dint? For the whole 
question is whether you will sivc the State of 
Xew York the right to decide her own repre­ 
sentation, or take that decision which is 
picked up on the streets of Cincinnati or as 
given by delegates of rister Siattm?. lie ap­ 
pealed to the South Carolina and other South­ 
ern delegations, as advocates of State rights, 
to stand by the priuciplc involved. 
The in­ 
dividual delegates sitting here from New 
York were of secondary importance; but 
beware how yon smite in the face the Queen 
of the North. [Applause. J 
M estbrook of Xew York occupied t]ie five 
minutes remaining to the minority. It made 
no difference what had caused the split in 
New- \ ork, but it exists. 
United w'e stand, 
divided we fall, and the real question is. How 
can we best secure union and victory ? He 
hoped such action would be had here as would 
secure to the party Tammany Hall’s 50,000 
trusty votes, so necessary to success. 
14 was 
well for the party that Tammany Hall was at 
this time in the control of so honest and 
sound a man as John Kelly. 
[Applause aud 
hisses.] But he could not control, if he would, 
the dissatisfied 
Democrats who 
are at 
his back, if the Convention should fail to 
deal justly and generously with them. 
He 
continued for s, me time to plead earnestly 
the wisdom ef giving the contestant a partial 
representation in the Convention an a means: 
of enabling them to control their force* for 
the sake of the cause. 
Peckham of Albany followed for the ma­ 
jority report. 
It was votes that the party- 
wanted and must have. 
How were they to 
be secured ? In 1876, after the St. Louis 
Convention had nominated Tilden for IV.. i- 
dent [cheers], Lucius Robinson was r.t n :- 
nated and elected Governor of New Y oit. 
In the honest discharge of hie official duty a ; 
Governor, he removed tho County Clerk o: 
New York, ard this led to a declaration cf 
war by Tammany agaiust Robinson. The 
Democrats of the rural districts determine 1

him ; whereupon

Cornell. 
And 
now, 
with

bloody, they come here and ask you in the 
interests of harmony to disfranchise the 
regular delegates who are sitting here. Gran’ 
their demand, and the gentleman from Texr. 
will he howling louder in the wilderneys for 
votes than he is now. 
[Applause.] 
The 
Democrats of Xew York would never submit 
to such treatment. 
Votes were not to 1 -e had 
in any such way. [Applause.] 
Young of Georgia, as Chairman of th 
Committee on Credentials, closed the debat . 
with a three minute speech. 
The committc 
had found only one regular delegation hero 
from Xew York, and they had recommended 
their admission. Tilden was not lietore thi« 
Convention. 
[Applause.] For one he wished 
to God he were. [Applause.] The question 
was simply as to who were the rightful renoe 
sentatiVes of New York.

T here is a great anxiety in ccrtaiu q u ar­ 
te rs to force th e Kingdom of Corea to 
open its ports to th e world, and ju st now 
o u r G overnm ent is perhaps m eddling over­ 
m uch in the m atter. 
If th e Coreans do 
n o t wish to have intercourse w ith other 
n ations th a t is th eir concern. 
They have 
a perfect rig h t to su it them selves, and no­ 
body has any w arrant for com plaining be­ 
cause of their insular i>oliey. 
It is tim e 
international com ity was expanded to meet 
th e m odern theory of national independ­ 
ence, and the U nited S tates is under spe­ 
cial obligations to refrain from any action 
w hich could be construed into a sanction 
of th e old brutal bullying ty ran n y prac­ 
ticed by strong nations upon weak ones, 
» u d er th e canting and hypocritical pre­ 
ten se of civilizing tho victims. 


T he San Francisco Bulletin in a recent 
article expressed th e opinion th a t though 
th e present fortifications of San Francisco 
harbor “ would be riddled and laid in 
“ heaps of bricks and m ortar by the iron- 
“ clads of any fcreign pow er th a t saw fit 
“ to attack u s,” y et th a t it would be quite 
possible to defend the city successfully by 
means of torpedoes. 
The question of th e 
defenses of San Francisco ¡3 undoubtedly 
an im portant one, for there can be no 
doubt th a t if the U nited S tates should at 
any tim e become involved in w ar w ith a 
m aritim e power, th e Pacific S tates w ould 
be open to attack a t th a t point. 
The h ar­ 
bor fortifications of San Francisco are 110 
doubt an tiquated and weak, and they are 
arm ed w ith guns of such sm all caliber 
th a t th e y could hardly be expected to 
m ake any im pression upon an ironclad 
fleet, even supposing th a t the practice was 
good enough to adm it of h ittin g the enemy 
a t all. 
T h at th ere m ight he some doubt 
about th is was dem onstrated on th e oc­ 
casion of the famous naval sham battle, 
w hen the forts blazed aw ay a t a stationary 
m ark fur th e b etter part of a day, w ithout 
hitting it once. As hostile ironclads would 
of course not be stationary, b u t on th e 
contrary would be moving at a com para­ 
tively high rate of speed, it is evident th a t 
tho contingency of th eir passing all th e 
batteries safely m ust be taken into ac­ 
count. 
If tiie assailants should attem p t to 
pass th e forts uuder cover of a fog, w hich 
they w ould have an opportunity of doing 
alm ost every day iu tiie year, it would be 
extrem ely difficult for the gunners to h it 
them , even if they were in good practice, 
f t is true th a t torpedoes m ight lie em ­ 
ployed to guard the entrance to th e h ar­ 
bor, though it will not do to p u t too much 
confidence in them , since th e devices for 
picking up, rem oving or isolating torpedoes 
arc becom ing so ingenious as to detract 
seriously from th e trustw orthiness of these 
explosives. 
Now adays, w hen a (leet m ed­ 
itates an attack upon a fortified harbor, an 
exploration in steam launches, fitted w ith 
special appliances for discovering and cu t­ 
ting ou t torpedoes, alw ays precedes the a t­ 
tack, w hile th e ironclads are surrounded 
w ith a netw ork of w ire extended on booms, 
w hich is nearly certain to catch and ex­ 
plode harm lessly any torpedoes which the 
launches m ay have overlooked. 
I t is evi­ 
d en t th a t in the case of San Francisco if 
the torpedoes failed there would be no 
resource left, m oreover. There is no fort in 
th a t harbor th at could w ithstand the as­ 
saults of a first-rate ironclad for an hour, 
and should an enem y once pass the Golden 
G ate the city would he a t his m ercy. 


T his, however, is 
by 
no m eans the 
w orst of the situation. 
T he w orst is th a t 
an enem y enuld destroy San Francisco, or 
hold it to ransom, w ithout passiug the 
G olden G ate 
a t all, and consequently 
w ithout running any risks from th e forts 
or th e torpedoes. 
W ith th e long-range 
guns now forged, an ironclad could lay two 
or th ree m iles oil th e Cliff H ouse beach, 
and throw shells into M ontgom ery street. 
W h at can be done in this w ay was shown 
the o th er day during th e bom bardm ent of 
A rica, w hen one of th e Chilean ironclads 
threw shells betw een six and seven miles, 
pitching them clear over th e city, from be­ 
yond the range of the guns in the fortifica­ 
tions, into th e open country far behind. 
I t is evident th a t vessels .armed w ith such 
guns need n o t trouble them selves about th e 
San Francisco forts a t all. 
They could 
sim ply ignore these structures, and by 
shelling th e c ity from th e sea bring it to 
tí ruis in half an henr. 
They could do 
m ore th an this. 
T hey could lie outf i le 
the b r 
.nd destroy the fortifications of 
A lcatraz and F o rt P oint a t th e ir leisure, 
and w ithout the risk of losing a man in the 
attack . 
The fact is th a t for practical pur­ 
poses San Francisco has no defenses, and 
a w ar would very quickly cause th is to he 
realized m ost unpleasantly. It may indeed 
he doubted w hether O akland w ould be 
safe from hostile shells in such an emcr- 
gcncy, lm t certainly nothing b u t prom pt 
subm ission could prevent the destruction 
of *San Francisco. 
N or is it probable th a t 
an ything can bo done to protect the ocean 
exposure of th e city by torpedoes. 
F o rti­ 
fications of the very strongest and heaviest 
character, arm ed w ith the m ost powerful 
long-range guns, and placed outside of the 
Golden G ate, w ith seaw ard faces, would he 
necessary to m eet effectively an attack 
from the Pacific, and even then it is very 
doubtful w hether the city would lie safe 
from the enem y’s fire. 
The tru th is th a t 
San Francisco is m ost unfortunately s itu ­ 
ated for m ilitary purposes, and therefore 
extraordinary precautions ought long since 
to have been tak en to protect her. 
A t 
present it is necessary to realize th a t she is 
practically w ithout any defense, her forts 
being m erely for show, and as little use 
against m odern ships and guns as w ere the 
pasteboard b atteiies which the Chinese 
erected on the Pei Ho some years ago, for 
th e purpose of overaw ing the outside b ar­ 
barians.

T he House of Commons was th e scene 
of an extraordinary excitem ent during th e 
division 011 Ilradlaugh’s case.

vote are likely to be equally serious. 
T here are enough voters ¡11 Kngland who 
th in k w ith Bradlaugh upon religious ques­ 
tions, to resent the appearance of bigotry 
in th e vote against him , and to sta rt a 
m ovem ent in his behalf which is n o t only 
certain to secure his re-election, b u t m ust 
force the auestion of his atheism into Die 
shape of a national issue.

IN 
SHIPS. 


A m ost convincing proof of th e efficiency 
of w ater-tig h t bulkheads in sca-going ves­ 
sels was afforded th e o th er day, w hep two 
ocean steam ers, th e Queen and the An- 
clioria, came together, in a fog off the 
Banks of N ew foundland, and th e form er 
cu t th e la tte r dow n to th e keel, a t the 
same tim e carrying aw ay the whole of her 
own bow. 
B u t for th e fact th a t both 
these vessels had beeu built w ith bulk­ 
heads, th ey w ould have gone to the b ot­ 
tom w ith all th eir passengers .in less 
th an th irty m inutes after th e collision. 
The injuries th ey had received opened 
enorm ous holes in th eir I111II3, through 
w hich the sea rushed. 
B ut th e b ulk­ 
heads 
saved 
them 
both, 
and 
were 
enabled 
to 
m ake tb eir 
to 
N ew 
Y ork, 
from 
w hich 
they 
were 
d istan t 
312 
miles 
th e collision occurred, w ithout the loss of 
a single life. 
W e do not th in k th a t such 
au escape as this has ever before been re­ 
corded, and it is perfectly clear th a t it was 
entirely due to the w ater-tight bulkheads. 
H ad these steam ers been built 011 th e old- 
fashioned plan th eir fate would probably 


never have been known, for they would 
have sunk so quickly as to render all hope 
of escape for any of th eir passengers or 
crew s out of the question, and they would 
have gone to sw ell th a t m elancholy list of 
ships which have left port and never been 
heard of again. 
A fter this no passenger 
steam er ought to be p erm itted to be built 
w ithout w ater-tight bulkheads.

Present, a fnll Board, 49 ladies and 
30 men as spectators.

W h a t's t h e M atter w ith th e W a t e r ? 
The complaint lias been quite generally made 
for the past few days that the hydrant water 
of the city has a very unwholsome, musty 
taste, as if coming from a rotten wooden cis­ 
tern or lank, which taste is not found in 
water taken from the river direct. 
With a 
view to ascertain the cause a representative 
of the R ecORD-Un ion yesterday made the 
ascent to the top of the old YY’ater Works 
building and inspected the reservoir there lo­ 
cated, which is used as reserve supply. 
This 
has been out of use for several months until 
the new stand-pipe was recently erected, and 
from its non-use was thought perhaps to be 
the cause of the ((resent difficulty. 
From 
appearance it would hardly be suspected that 
tile trouble arose from this point, as the 
reservoir is made of boiler-iron entirely, and 
was recoated recently with a preparation to 
prevent rust arid ((reserve the iron, and 
as the taste in the water seems to lie positively 
that arising from contact with decayed wood, 
A smell, however, in the reservoir could be 
noticed similar to the taste complained of in 
the water, and which was remarked by all 
present. There docs not seem to lie any wood 
in connection with the water in the reservoir, 
except the small p sts which stands under 
the cross-guys, and it hardly seems possible 
to originate from them. 
It therefore seemed 
to resolve to the new coating in the tank if 
the difficulty is really to be found at that 
place.

I t h is been said th at westward the 
star of empire takes its course, and now, 
from beyond the F ar W est comes th at great 
country that lay3 between the summit of the 
Rocky M ountains and the calm waters of the 
Racifio—a country th at a Democratic admin­ 
istration added to the U nion—and presents 
one of her best sous to this Convention as a 
cauilidate for the highest office on earth.

and defender of th at Constitution which old 
Virginia contributed so greatly to form, anil 
which she means so honestly to defend for­ 
ever.

find tru st? W ho better than he will truly 
represent the Democratic party, or give a 
higher direction to its aspiration, than he 
whose name is a very synonym of opposition 
to corruption in every form ?

HENDRICKS NAMED. 
The call f»r Indiana was the signal for the 
most enthusiastic cheering outside the dele­ 
gates’ seats, renewed wildly as the banner of 
Thomas A. Hendricks was ivaved from the 
rear of the platform. 
Voorliees of Indiana 
desired t# present the name of a distinguished 
citizen of Indiana, who was fit to be Presi­ 
dent. 
A fter a complimentary allusion to all 
the candidates already presented, all of whom 
he knew were worthy of every honor, he said 
there was none, however, w ith more com­ 
mendation in the works of his life than at­ 
tached to Thomas A. Hendricks. 
[Great 
applause.] 
Indiana had for tw enty years 
been 
an 
im portant 
battle-ground 
of 
the Dem ocratic party, and she had never 
faltered under H endricks in the front. 
[A p­ 
plause.] There were no divided councils in 
Indiana. 
They were unanimous and cordial 
in their presentation of the gentleman whom 
he had named. 
H e was worthy of all sup­ 
port, and his administration, if nominated 
and elected, would be as pure as his adminis­ 
tration in every station he had filled in the 
past. 
To the South, who had been more 
faithful ? 
To the N orth, who has been 
truer ? Indiana nailed his colors to the mast, 
and would stand by them and go down with 
them in honor if need be, but if Indiana’s 
hopes were realized here, it would be the 
prestige of a great victory. 
[Applause.]

tions to which they would be called, who 
would honor their offices—more than that 
they would be honored by them.

man was Bayard. 
His nomination would 
excite throughout the land the greatest en­ 
thusiasm, and attract hosts who have never 
heretofore voted the Democratic ticket. 
No 
act of his could be pointed at which admits 
of doubtful construction. 
In such a nomina­ 
tion the country would fiad relief. 
H e had 
the courage to act according to his sense of 
right. 
The country was weary of merely 
available men. 
They wanted the best man, 
and tho best would be the most available. 
[Applause.]

and yet they

continued at considerable length with great 
rapidity and much humor, and was honored 
at his clase with a hearty round of applause, 
and as lie returned to his seat the Ohio dele­ 
gation rose to receive him with cheers. 


W1NFIELI) SCOTT HANCOCK. 
W hen Pennsylvania was called, its C hair­ 
man said they had no candidate to present, 
hut one of their delegates desired to present a 
name. 
D an Doherty of Philadelphia then 
took the platform , as he said, to nominate 
one whose name would reconcile all factions 
and carry Pennsylvania, Indiana, Connecti­ 
cut, New Jersey, New York [applause] and 
Ohio. 
He proposed the name of 
soldier 
whose name was a* stainless as his sword— 
Winfield Scott Hancock. 
[This gave occa­ 
sion for the wildest burst of applause that 
had been witnessed either on the floor or in 
the galleries, many delegates rising to their 
feet.] If elected he will take his seat. [Great 
applause.} 
W hen South Carolina was called, Wnde 
H am pton rose, and was treated with a tre­ 
mendous hurst of applause. 
He went for­ 
ward on crutches, and ascended the platform. 
W hen order was restored, H am pton said 
South Carolina had no preference, no candi­ 
dates. 
Recognizing the enthusiasm with 
which H ancock’s name bad been received, he 
would say th at the South would feel safe with 
Hancock, for they had Leen under him whea 


he was in power. 
They appreciate the ability 
of Thurm an and the fitness of all the candi­ 
dates who had beer, named, but South Caro­ 
lina favored Bayard, because they believed 
his the strongest name before the Conven­ 
tion. 
[Applause.] 
The Chairm an of the Texas delegation 
stated his desire to second the nomination of 
Hancock. 
H ubbard of Tennessee took the platform, 
as he said, to second the nomination of the 
soldier-statesman Hancock. 
He proceeded 
to extol Hancock's conduct in the South, 
when in command there, after the war had 
closed, when he said th at the war was over 
and the Constitution revived, and when he 
ordered the doors of the ba3tiies to be ojiened 
and their inmates set free. 
He urged the 
good policy <jf nominating Hancock, who, 
besides being eminently worthy of Demo­ 
cratic support, would unite the party, chal­ 
lenged the approval of the whole country and 
bring the votes, and th at was w hat they 
wanted, in God’s name, w hether of Demo­ 
crats, Republicans, or whoever else. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
Daniel of Virginia followed. 
The Conven­ 
tion was embarrassed by the variety and 
brilliancy of the names from which to choose 
their nominees. 
Complimenting those whose 
names had been presented, he still believed 
th at the strongest nomination th at could be 
made here would be th at of Hancock [great 
applause]—not of Pennsylvania only, but 
Hancock of the whole U nited States. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] H e was the first after the war 
to salute with his stainless sword the m ajesty 
of the civil law. 
H e 
combatted 
the 
argument th at the country was tired of the 
rule of the camp anti opposed to soldier can­ 
didates, citing the fact th at W ashington him­ 
self was the typical soldier, anil yet the civil 
m agistrate of this country w ithout a peer. 
[Applause.] 
Hancock’s nomination would 
mean instantaneous and instant aggression. 
It would say to all the land, “ We move on 
the enemy’s works to-morrow.” 
[Applause.] 
Nominate Hancock, and they would hear the 
music of the cheers of the boys who wore the 
blue mingling with those who wore the gray. 
[Applause.] 
Goode of V irginia next took the platform, 
and supported Mr. Thurm an’s nomination.
